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Preface 

T IS believed that <iA T>ire£tory ofBook- 
plate ^Artists will meet a well-defined 
need in the bookplate world. The at- 
tempt has been to secure from each art- 
ist data concerning the media in which 
he works, the style of design in which he spe- 
cialises, an approximation of the cost of a design 
of his workmanship, and some idea of the length 
of time he has been making bookplates. The in- 
formation presented in each case has been com- 
piled from the reply received in response to a 
questionnaire which was addressed to all artists 
known to be interested in bookplates and which 
propounded the following questions: 

1. In what media do you work? 

2. In what style of design do you specialise? 

3 . About what is the cost of a design of your 

workmanship ? 

4. About how long have you been making 

bookplates ? 
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Only those artists are included who have sent 
answers to the questions. 

Should the publication be found sufficiently 
useful, revised editions of it will probably be 
issued. To this end additional information, 
changes, and corrections may be addressed to 
the editor.
